OVERSEER S. W. 
LATIMER HAS GONE 
TO HIS REWARD 


The many friends of Broth- 
er S. W. Latimer will be sad- 
dened by the news of his death 
on Saturday night, January 14, 
1950, at his home on Mont- 
gomery Ave., Cleveland, Tenn. 
He was seventy-seven years 
old on October 1, 1949, and 
had been in failing health for 
the past five years. 

Brother Latimer was born in 
Newnan, Ga. At an early age 
he was converted and became 
a member of the Methodist 
Church. He served as a steward 
in the Methodist Church for 
a number of years. In 1912, 
he was sanctified, filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and became a 
member of the Church of God. 
In 1914 he was ordained a 
bishop and served the Church 
in different important capaci- 
ties. 

Brother Latimer served on 
the Building Committee ap- 
pointed at the Tenth General 
Assembly, in November, 1914, 
to draft plans and raise money 
for the erection of buildings 
for a school and auditorium for 
the use of the General As- 
sembly.

Brother Latimer came to Cleveland, Tenn., in 1924 and served the North Cleveland 
Church as pastor for two years. At the General Assembly in October, 1927, he was elected 
as Editor and Publisher and served one year, succeeding Brother F. J. Lee as General 
Overseer of the Church in October, 1928. After seven years as General Overseer, he was 
again made Editor and Publisher and served four years in this position. He also served 
as state overseer of North Carolina for two years and of Georgia five years, and pastored a 
number of churches besides the North Cleveland Church. Brother Latimer is known all 
over the United States and in foreign countries for his humility, kindness, and liberality, 
and because of his firm stand for the teachings of the Church of God and the deep and 
fundamental truths of the Bible. 

A faithful warrior has fallen but “‘blessed are the dead which die in the Lord . . . that 
they may rest from their labours; and their works do follow them.” Rev. 14:13. The good 
works of Brother Latimer will never be forgotten, and when rewards are given by the 
great Judge of the universe, we believe Brother Latimer will receive a great reward. We

If there is a man or woman who 
has been trying to live a Christian life 
and has no joy in it, and no victory 
in it, and no song in it—I know the 
reason! It is that you have never re- 
pented. You started wrong. 

This is the most neglected doctrine 
in the New Testament, and the most 
unpopular. You do not often hear 
preachers speak upon it. You do not 
like to hear about repentance. And 
I will tell you something else—it is not 
an easy subject to preach upon. It 
is far easier to congratulate than it 
is to expostulate. 

There is far more said in the New 
Testament about repentance than 

body dreams. Take a good refer- 

e Bible, read up on that subject 
for a month, and see! Why, this Book 
is a handbook of repentance: it en- 
forces it, it commands it, and it so 
demands it that there is no substitute 
that it will accept. Over sixty times 
the Book enforces it, and all the 
epistles are written to show men how 
to do it, so that you need not be at 
sea or in a fog as to what it means: 
yet multitudes of people are. 
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I am afraid that in our zeal to get 
people into the church of God we have 
allowed them to come in under false 
pretenses. We have not sufficiently 
torn the bandage from their moral 
and spiritual vision. 

I have never yet preached an easy 
religion; I have never yet preached a 
cheap religion. I have not found one; 
I do not know one. Jesus never made it 
easy for people to be saved. He did 
not say, “Only believe: you have noth- 
ing to do.” Please remember that! 
He did not preach to sinners, to be- 
gin with, on the love of God. We have 
preached love till people are lovesick!

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Touched by Our Brother’s infirmity

Gal. 6:1-3, “Brethren, if a man be 
overtaken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted. Bear 
ye one another’s burdens, and so ful- 
fil the law of Christ. For if a man 
think himself to be something, when 
he is nothing, he deceiveth himself.” 


With a humble heart and a prayer 
_ Tising out of the depths of my soul, 

I pen these lines, for it has been so 
forcibly, yet lovingly cast my way. 
We need not close our eyes to the 
fact that apostasy and hypocrisy, in 
the guise of love, is slowly but surely 
creeping into Pentecostal organiza- 
tions. This is proof that we are living, 
without doubt, in the “end-time peri- 
od”; but, should we fold our hands 
and say, “Oh well, we are in the last 
days, and there is nothing much we 
can do”? No, a thousand times no! 
Suppose Nineveh had responded to 
Jonah’s preaching in this manner. The 
city certainly would have been de- 
stroyed. But because they repented of 
the evil and were each touched with 
the feeling of their infirmities (or 
faults), God repented of the evil He 
intended for them. We, who are no 
more important that they, must take 
heed lest we do not hear, “Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto the least (or 
weakest) of these my brethren, ye 
have done it unto me,” and receive 
the sentence of those on His left hand, 
for the promise is eternally to “him 
that overcometh,” “endureth unto the 
end,” and is “without spot or wrinkle.” 
With a solemn awe and trembling in 
my own soul, we go to our scripture 
text: 

Brethren, if a man be overtaken. 
The word “brethren” indicates that 
Paul is admonishing those who have 
perhaps received the Holy Ghost, yet 
are in serious danger of being 
trapped, for he says, “If a man be 
overtaken,” surprised, seized on with- 
out warning, suddenly invaded, taken 
unawares. After all, isn’t that the way 
the enemy works? Like a ship sudden- 
ly taken by monstrous waves and 
dashed on the rocks, so “if any man 
be overtaken in a fault.” We may not 
be backslidden, yet we may have.a 
fault that hinders our fellowship and 
even our spirituality with God, but: 
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Ye which are spiritual are admon- 
ished, as those who are not unfortun- 
ate enough to have that “fault,” and 
who still retain the grace of the gospel, 
to restore such an one, like a skillful 
and tender physician resets the broken 
limb, to lift up the “fallen,” “care for 
the dying.” How? In the spirit of 
meekness, using no severity or 
haughtiness toward him, for he is 
humbled and distressed enough by 
his fault; yet, the church and pastor 
at times have been completely ignored 
because of peculiarities or faults. Ye 
brethren which were spiritual did not 
restore, but aggravated, by lack of 
feigned love, until untold harm had 
been irrepairably done, individually, 
organizationally, and, so sad but true, 
spiritually. 

Considering thyself None are im- 
mune. He fell, or had an unbecoming 
characteristic; cannot we? Be warned 
at his expense lest the comparable 


verdict of the publican and Pharisee’s 
prayer be ours. 

Lest thou also be tempted. And hav- 
ing had this warning, we will have 
less with which to excuse ourselves. 
It is no wonder, if we are cruel censors 
of weak or backslidden brethren, that 
we should have to be taught mercy 
and long-suffering by an awful proof 
of our own frailty and lack of love. 

Remember the sweet and heartfelt 
acquittal of the woman whom 
“holy-in-their-own-e yes Pharis 
had taken in the very act of adultery 
and demanded the law of Moses to 
be exacted upon her, but who could 
not cast the first stone because of 
comparable sins and faults in their 
own frailities? He after whom we are 
to pattern said, ‘Neither do I condemn 
thee”; also, not justifying her, He 
added, “Go and sin no more.” Think 
ye that He who instructed Peter to 
forgive and have holy compassion not 
until “seven times, but until seventy 
times seven” would have acted any 
the less forgiving had she have fall- 
en again and in like manner re- 
pented?

‘...thou shalt be missed, because 
thy seat will be empty,” 1 Sam. 20:18. 


There is a proverb which says, “An 
empty bag won’t stand up.” Well, 
empty seats are not empty. They are 
full, full of evil spirits that can speak 
loud, long, and strong for the devil.

No one, in his right mind, will deny 
that we are living in the most crit- 
ical period of the existence of man. 
All of us have witnessed the destruc- 
tion of ideas and ideals that have 
stood impregnable for centuries. No 
longer do we plan for the future. The 
security of the nation and the security 
of the world is threatened like it has 
never been threatened before. The 
fact that such a state of affairs does 
exist will cause many to wonder, but 
to the real child of God and to the 
student of His Word, all of the changes 
going on around us are nothing but 
harbingers of a better day. We live 
in the Time of the Signs. What is hap- 
pening is supposed to happen. God 
said that it would be this way, and 
we know that the coming of the Lord 
is at hand. 

Signs serve a useful purpose in our 
everyday life. Signs are also mentioned 
in the Bible and serves the same pur- 
poses that they do in the ordinary 
manner of usage. Signs are used to 
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direct, to warn of danger, and to tell 
position. God has set up way-marks 
that tell us the way to heaven, warn 
us of impending danger, and inform 
us of the imminence of His return. 

One does not enter the realm of 
mere speculation when he assumes the 
position of a prophetic preacher. ’Tis 
true that some sensationalists have 
done much damage to prophetic 
preaching, but this fact does not de- 
stroy the validity of Bible truth. In 
the very first chapter of Genesis, verse 
fourteen, we read, “And God said, Let 
there be lights in the firmament of 
the heaven to divide the day from the 
night; and let them be for signs, and 
for seasons, and for days, and years.” 
From this plain scriptural statement 
we are to know that the very heavens 
contain planets and systems of plan- 
ets that can be used of the Creator 
to warn of danger or point to the 
occurrence of something spiritually 
great. The first mention of such a 
phenomena is found in Numbers 24:17, 
“T shall see him, but not now: I shall 
behold him, but not nigh: there shall 
come a STAR out of Jacob, and a 
Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and 
shall smite the corners of Moab, and 
destroy all the children of Sheth.” 
This statement of divine inspiration 
was uttered by the fee-grabbing 
Balaam, but was fulfilled at the birth 
of the Messiah. Any school child 
knows the story of the Star of the 
East and the trek of the Magi to 
Bethlehem. No, one does not go amiss 
when he tells you that the Bible is 
a book of God which will enable you 
to understand the present and divine 
the future. 

It shall be our purpose in this series 
of articles to give chapter and verse 
for the events that are occurring to- 
day. God would have us to know what 
is going to happen. Did He not apprise 
Abraham of what He was to do with 
Sodom and Gomorrah? Did not Sim- 
eon and Anna know that the time of 
the Hope of Israel was soon? God has 
certainly not changed His plan at this 
crucial hour and we know that He 
has a message for us today. Pray that 
God will direct you in your study of 
His Word, for it will surely be a “light 
unto your pathway.” 

THE LAST DAYS 

The term “last days” is one that we 
shall be using many times. Do we 
have scriptural proof that we are to 
use such a term? Is there any reason 
for our believing that the term can 
be applied to the present? Or is the 
mere term itself found in the Word? 


All of these questions can be easily 
answered by the stating of just a few 
of the many scriptural passages that 
could be used. Paul, in both of his 
letters to Timothy mentioned the last 
days, 1 Timothy 4:1; 2 Timothy 3:1. 
Peter spoke of a group of scoffers 
who would mock in the last days, 2 
Peter 3:3. James mentions the fact 
that rich men will heap together treas- 
ures for the last days, James 5:3. If 
we are to believe the Bible at Lg 
will not go astray if we believe th 
statements to infer that there is to be 
or is a time which can be called the 
last days. 

It logically follows that if there is 
a last days mentioned, then when is 
the time referred to as the latter 
day? The only way to learn the answer 
to this pertinent question is to an- 
alyze all the scriptures that have to 
do with the time immediately preced- 
ing the coming of the Lord and see if 
the time, now present, will fit the 
pattern thus given. This we shall at- 
tempt to do, God permitting, under 
the following general outline... 


SIGNS IN THE CHURCH 

If we are to look for signs, as from 
the Lord, it most certainly is evident 
that some can be found in the grqums 
composed of the believers in Ch 
The disciples, being of a curious na- 
ture, approached the Lord and asked 
Him, “... what shall be the SIGN of 
thy coming, and of the end of the 
world?” Matt. 24:3. Jesus immediately 
answered them by saying, “‘Take heed 
that no man deceive you. For many 
shall come in my name, saying, I am 
Christ; and shall deceive many.” This 
sign of deception will appear in the 
ranks of the so-called followers of 
the Lord. With this in mind, we shall 
follow the pattern of the Lord and 
enumerate, as signs of the times, con- 
ditions that are prevalent in the 
modern church. (We say in defense of 
of our article, that we shall use the 
word “church” to refer to the great 
body of organized Christians, and not 
the group in this great body that will 
constitute the church compan 

Jesus, in His answer to the query of 
His disciples, warned first of decep- 
tion. Let us see if there is such a thing 
in the church today. Not only do we 
have Father Divine with his host of 
gullible followers, but we have Daddy 
Grace and his dark-skinned group, 
who believe that these little colored 
men are real anointed ones of the 
Lord. I am told that Father Divine 
reckons himself to be God, and has 
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made many believe such drivel. Of 
course, we have always had our little 
tin messiahs, but certainly such a 
thing could not happen in such an 
enlightened age, were it not for the 
fact that God has given a God- 
rejecting world over to a strong de- 
lusion. It is only a small segment 
that is duped by such satanic puppets, 
but this condition is symptomatic and 
makes us to know that there is present 

spirit of deception which is prepar- 

g the hearts of the people for the 
great deceiver, the antichrist. Paul 
certainly had this condition in mind 
when he told the church of Thessalo- 
nica that God would send those who 
rejected the truth a strong delusion, 
that they should believe a lie, 2 Thess. 
5:11. People in the church who will not 
listen to the truth will soon be swayed 
by the monster of deception. We must 
believe something, and if we turn a 
deaf ear to the truth, we surely will 
listen to the voice of the deceiver. We 
have never had more church members 
than we have today. I am told that 
approximately 74,000,000 people have 
their names on the rolls of our Chris- 
tian churches. These are the disciples 
of Christ. Many have been deceived by 
the enemy. These are the ones who 


e righteous, yet numbers of them 
live like the devil and pay men to 
tell them that they cannot live right. 
These are the ones who need prayer 
and a shower of the latter rain. 

This deception of the last days is 
seen in the rise of numerous false 
cults that pretend to bring new light, 
but really obscure the simple faith of 
Christ and teach a religion of philoso- 
phy and not a religion of practical 
living. Within a period of sixty years, 
such cults as Mormonism, Seventh 
Day Adventism, Spiritism, Evolution, 
New Thought, Christian Science, 
Theosophy and Russellism arose to de- 
ceive the minds and hearts of many. 
Many of these groups are quiet prom- 
inent today, but all of them had their 
real birth in the period between 1830

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A WHEEL IN THE MIDDLE 
OF A WHEEL 


By J. H. Ingram,

For several months the Lord has 
been dealing with this writer very 
forcefully concerning what Ezekiel, 
the priestly prophét of God, saw as 
he walked among the Babylonian cap- 
‘ tives by the river Chebar. In the first 
three chapters of Ezekiel’s prophetic 
book, he endeavors to describe what 
happened when the heavens were 
opened, and there appeared to him 
wonderful visions of God’s glory. 

In describing the “living creatures” 
or cherubim, Ezekiel attaches a great 
deal of importance to the “wheels” 
which were lifted up with them, for, 
he said, “The spirit of the living 
creature was in the wheels.” Ezek. 
1:20. 

Delineating the wheels and their 
work, the prophet says: “They four 
had one likeness, and their appear- 
ance and their work was as it were a 
wheel in the middle of a wheel,” Ezek. 
1:16. 

In this passage of scripture, Ezekiel 
uses a figure of speech that is not 
easily understood by many of us in 
these days, but to him it was a revela- 
tion of the Shekinah glory of the Lord. 
Such glorious visions invariably bring 
new blessings and a greater desire for 
service. 

At that moment of time the Spirit 
of God “entered into” the prophet, 
and the Lord said unto him: “Go, get 
thee unto the house of Israel, and 
speak my words unto them. For thou 
are not sent to a people of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, but 
to the house of Israel; not to many 
people of a strange speech and an 
hard language, whose words thou 
canst not understand. Surely, had I 
sent thee to them, they would have 
hearkened unto thee.” Ezek. 3:4-6. 


A Church in the Middle 
of a Church 
The Bible says, “Where there is no 
vision, the people perish,” Prov. 29:18. 
The lever was invented by a man of 
vision, who thought he could move the 
world, provided he had a lever big 
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enough. Then another foresighted in- 
ventor gave us the wheel, and, figur- 
atively speaking, the whole world is 
actually run by, or on, wheels today. 


When one sees a big wheel turning, 
he will bear in mind that, in most 
cases, it is geared to a smaller one, 
or otherwise connected to it, by means 
of a belt. While the big wheel is the 
main source of driving power, the 
little one can not be dispensed with, 
and oftentimes a small, wheel-shaped 
attachment acts as “governor,” con- 
trolling the speed of the entire ma- 
chine. Very often one sees a small 
wheel built right into the framework 
of a larger one 

Ezekiel had a vision when he saw 
the wheel in the middle of a wheel, 
and he said, “The spirit of the living 
creature was in the wheels.” One 
should not have to stretch his imagi- 
nation too far and become “visionary” 
in order to see the general Church in 
the homeland as a “wheel,” and the 
Foreign Mission Department as a 
“wheel in the middle of a wheel.” And, 
one should not hesitate when it comes 
to using the word “foreign” in this 
manner, unless he objects to being 
called an alien; for, after all, it is our 
mission that is “foreign,” and we are 
the “foreigners” when we go abroad 
with the thought of ministering to 
people belonging to another language 
group. In other words, we may liken 
the Missions Department to “a church 
in the middle of the Church,” since it 
is doing the same work as the general 
Church, only on a smaller scale.

Your writer experienced very little 
difficulty in getting transportation on 
U. S. Army and Navy ships and planes 
during the late war, because he was 
travelling throughout the world as 
general field representative of the 
Foreign Missions Department of. the 
Church of God.

According to the Bible, there are 
different kinds of flesh. 1 Cor. 15:39, 
40 tells us there is one for men, an- 
other of beasts, another of fowls. Also 
there is the celestial body which is 
heavenly, or divine, and an inhabitant 
of heaven. Then there is the terres- 
trial body, which is of the land, or 
belonging to land in distinction from 
trees, air or water; an earthly body. 
The bodies being different makes the 
natures different. Therefore, because 
- we have fleshly bodies we have fleshly 
natures. Everybody has not the same 
nature, for all are different flesh. 
The meaning of “flesh” in the 
Greek is “the body; human nature; 
human being.” Heb. 2:16, “For verily 
he took not on him the nature of 
angels; but he took on him the seed 
of Abraham” (or the nature of men). 
Rom. 8:3b. The Son came in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh to condemn sin 
in the flesh. 

Christ said in St. John 3:5,6, “Ex- 
cept a man be born of the water and 
of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God.” Now the word “ex- 
cept” here means that there isn’t any 
other way in. He also says that which 
is born of the flesh is flesh, and that 
which is born of the Spirit is spirit; 
or, because you are of fleshly birth you 
are fleshly, and of spiritual birth you 
are spiritual. Gal. 4:22,23, “For it is 
written, that Abraham had two sons 
.. . he who was of the bondwoman 
was born after the flesh; but he of the 
free woman was by promise.” Gal. 4: 
28-30, “Now we, brethren, as Isaac 
was, are the children of promise. But 
as then he that was born after the 
flesh persecuted him that was born 
after the Spirit, even so it is now.. 
Cast out the bondwoman and her son: 
for the son of the bondwoman shall 
not be heir with the son of the free- 
woman.” Gal. 5:16-18, “This I say 
then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall 
not fulfil the lust of the flesh. For the 
flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and 
the Spirit against the flesh .. . But 
if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not 
under the law.” 1 Peter 2:11, “Dearly 
beloved, I beseech you as strangers 
and pilgrims, abstain from fleshly 
lusts, which war against the soul.” 

Gal. 5:19-21—WORKS OF 
THE FLESH 


“Are these; adultery, fornication, 
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uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emula- 
tions, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 
envyings, murders, drunkenness, rev- 
ellings, and such like .. . they which 
do such things shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God.” 
Gal. 5:22,23—FRUIT OF 
THE SPIRIT 

“Is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance: against such there is no 
law.” 

Rom. 8:1, “There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit.” 

Rom. 8:12,13, “Therefore, brethren, 
we are debtors, not to the flesh to 
live after the flesh. For if ye live after 
the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do MORTIFY THE 
DEEDS OF THE BODY, ye shall live.” 

Definition of “mortify,” found only 
twice in the Bible, Rom. 8:13 and Col. 
3:5: Greek, “kill, put to death, be- 
come dead, to deaden, to subdue, be 
dead.” “Death” in the Greek has the 
same meanings as “mortify.” 

Paul says, Gal. 2:20, “I am crucified 
with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet 
not I, but Christ liveth in me: and the 
life which I now live in the flesh I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me and gave himself for me.” 

2 Cor. 10:3, “For though we walk 
in the flesh, we do not war after the 
flesh.” 

1 Cor. 9:26,27, “I therefore so run, 
not as uncertainly; so fight I, not as 
one that beateth the air. But I keep 
under my body, and bring it into sub- 
jection: lest that by any means, when 
I have preached to others, I myself 
should be a castaway.” 

In Gal. 2:20 Paul says, “I am dead 
with Christ: but I am alive; yet, it 
is Christ that liveth in me: and the 
life which I now live in the flesh I 
live by faith in the Son of God.” He 
says, “Though I am aware that I am 
in the flesh, yet Christ is ruling my 
life.” 2 Cor. 10:3, “For though we 
live in the flesh, we do not fulfill the 
lust of the flesh, but are led by the 
Spirit.” Also, “I bring my body (or 
flesh) into subjection, so when I 
preach to others I won’t be lost.” This 
is the reason he says, in Gal. 5:16, 
“This I say then, Live in the Spirit,

and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the 
flesh.” James 1:13,14 puts it, “Let no 
man say when he is tempted, I am 
tempted of God: for God cannot be 
tempted with evil, neither tempte 
he any man: but every man is temp 
ed when he is drawn away of his own 
lust, and enticed.” We find then, ac- 
cording to that, we are tempted 
through the lusting of the flesh, in 
just the same way Eve was tempted. 
Gen. 3:6, “When the woman saw that 
the tree was good for food (lust of the 
flesh), and that it was pleasant to 
the eyes (lust of the eye), and a tree 
to be desired to make one wise (the 
pride of life), she took of the fruit 
thereof, and did eat, and gave also 
unto her husband with her; and he 
did eat.” She was tempted by her own 
lust and ate of the tree and gave to 
her husband. 

Some people like to say that the 
body of man sins, and that you can’t 
be free from sin because of the body; 
that sin will not be done away wi 
until death of the body. The bo 
doesn’t sin, because sin cometh forth 
out of the heart, for out of it come the 
issues of life. That is why Paul said, 
in 1 Cor. 6:18, “Flee fornication. Ev- 
ery sin that a man doeth is without 
the body; but he that committeth 
fornication sinneth against his own 
body.” Then man’s body deesn’t make 
him sin, but a wicked and sinful heart

I discovered further that in ~_ & cities 
illegal gambling was rampant and that the 
church had done little to compel the sher- 
riff’s office to enforce the laws of the State 
which afford grounds for bringing such cul- 
prits to account. Gambling and the py “ed 
traffic are close ——, and it is 
teresting, if shocking, to note that while the 
liquor industry took in round 10 billion dol- 
lars last year, the gamblers scooped up an 
estimated 6 billion on horse races alone. 

There are an estimated 5,000,000 pera who 
are suffering from venereal diseases this 
nation. Dr. August Forel, eminent RD 
has estimated that 76 per cent of the men 
and 66 per cent of the women were infected 
while under the influences of alcohol. 

National statistics gleaned from responsible 
sources inform us that alcohol ‘ar a part 
in about 80 per cent of all crimes, per cent 
of all divorce, 75 per cent of all child neglect, 
between 70 and per cent of all highway 
accidents, and 25 per cent of all insanity

The little girl was so bewildered and shaken 
she scarcely realized that the rifle blasts had 
killed her mother, 25-year-old Mrs. Fannie 
Bean, and sister, 1l-year-old Dorris Jean. 

While Sheriff Jimmy Thompson patiently 
learned the story of a terrible five minutes 
from the little girl, his deputies were search- 
ing for the father, W. F. Bean, a mechanic. 

Bean was last seen as he walked away from 
the house after the massacre, muttering, 
“I’m going to kill myself.” 

Bonnie Faye said she and her 17-year-old

“He shot mother —~" Then Jean started 
screaming, so he shot her, too.”
